There has been but one death at the Farm the past year, Stephen Brooks. 


The Commitiee may be permitted to congratulate the Town on the very 
successful management of the Farm and the Family the past year, by Capt. 
- Bancroft and wife, which has contributed so essentially to the reduction of 
the expense of the establishment to less than one-half of the average yoarky. 
cost for the past thirteen years. 


We learn from the Overseers that Mr Benjamin F. Danforth, Jr. and wife, 
who took the charge of the Farm on the first instant, are to receive three 
hundred dollars for their services for the year, they to furnish, at their own 
expense, the help, if needed, of one woman through the year; all other help 
to be at the expense of the town. 


The Committee would recommend to the Town to pay Capt. Addison Ban- 
croft and wife the further sum of $25, as being justly due to them for extra 
services performed by them while on the Town Farm.

The total value of Taxable Property in the Town of Rindge, April 1, 1855, 
is $446,122. The number Taxable Polls is 268. A Poll Tax, by law, is the 
same as the tax on $240 of property. The reduced value, or one-haif of one 
per cent. on the total value, is $2.552.21, including $1.20 for every poll.
